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FACTS GENEROSO POPE AVOIDS MENTIONING 


When Generoso Pope, prominent New York contractor, publisher 
and politician, recently challenged the accusations made against him 
in the testimony of Goffredo Panteleone before the Dies Committee, he 
neglected to mention certain salient facts. 


In his statement to the press, Mr. Pope declared: "I never 


/maintained anv liaison with the Italian Propaganda Ministry through any- 


one, nor has anyone ever influenced the policies of my newspapers. 
These policies ‘have at all times been set by myself." 


On July 6, 1940, The Hour pointed out that: 


"Mr, Pope's two papers are considered Italian 
papers by the Italian Government; Italian laws 
forbid Italian subjects to work as correspondents 

of foreign papers, yet the Rome office of Mr. Pope's 
papers is staffed with Italian subjects. Mussolini 
is well pleased with these two ‘American! organs." 


We also mentioned that Il Progresso Italo-Americano and Il 
Corriere d'America, Mr. Pope's publications, roprint editorials written 
In Italy under the guidance of the Fascist Ministry of Propaganda; that 
they carry "news" emanating from official governmental sources in Rome; 
and that these news dispatches reach New York by means of a special 
cable service. 


Americanism or Fascism? 


When Mr. Pope observes that his papers' policies "have at all 
times been set by" himself, he assumes responsibility for certain opin- 
ions thet ill-bocome one who claims, as does he, to be a patriotic Amer- 
ican citizen. Mr. Pope's papers, for example, have carried such des- 
criptions of Mussolini as "the Man who brought the Fortune of Italy back 
to the glorious paths of the legions of Caesar, of Il Duce, Founder of 
the New Roman Empire." When Italian consuls (whose work as Italian 
fascist agents has recently been publicized in the Amcrican press) have 
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urged Italian-Americans "to be strongly united and vigilant, ready to 
answer the call of the First Soldier of Italy," Il Progresso Italo-Ameri- 
cano has declared; "Let us rally, all of us, | cand pureeape aoe ae 
consulate to affirm once and forever our will to triumph." 


Further evidence of the general attitude of Mre Pope's editorial 
staff appeared on October 12, 1940, in Il Grido delle Stirpe ("The Cry of 
the Race"), Italian-language newspaper edited by the fascist Domenico 
Trombetta. On the date mentioned this violently anti-Semitic publication, 
which formerly carried the subtitle "Weekly of Fascist Propaganda," printed 
a letter signed by nine members of Mr. Pope's editorial staff. In this 
letter the editorial staff pledges “their full support to their colleague, 
Domenico Trombetta." 


Mr. Pope's own attitude toward the Fascist Cause is more graph= 
ically shown in a photograph published recently. The picture was taken 
in Rome, Italy. Mr. Pope, flanked by high officials of Mussolini's gov= 
ernment, is giving a very emphatic fascist salute. 


Generoso Pope's recent statement to the press concluded with the 
declaration: "There is only one Ism for me; AMERICANISM." It would 
appear that Mr. Pope has strange ways of expressing his "Amoricanism."
